General W. K. Maarn. chief ot militia 


bureau, in a personal letter to Gover- 
nor Frailer this morning, explains the 
mix-up with reference to the Second 
regiment. The general: says: "The 
fixed rule of the bureau in regard to 
the strength of companies to be ac- 
cepted has been to require a mini- 
mum 
strength of 
1,000. 
Through 


some inadvertence due to the press ot 
business, a telegram wa» prepared 
and sent to the adjutant general of 
North Dakota in June, toying that the 
strength required would be 65. This 
information did' not 
originate with 
that part of the office concerned with 
the raising of Infantry regiments and 
companies, and, although my name 
was signed to the' message, it was 
not brought to my attention until yes- 
terday. 
As soon as I learned ot it, 


steps were taken to rectify the mat- 
ter, and In order to keep faith with 
your officials, who were 
acting on 


what they believed was the authorized 
minimum strength of new companies, 
recognition was Immediately accord- 
ed the three companies which were 
under a strength of 100 men, but over 
a strength of 65. I am sorry there 
was any misunderstanding, and hope 
the organization of the regiment now 
may be completed at an early date." 


The companies to which General 


Mann refers as'being under 100 men 
tut were over 65 were, B, F and K. 
His- letter still left the fate ot the 
regiment as a whole at doubt, but last 
night Major Settle, chief mustering of 
fleer for North Dakota, received in 
stiuctlons to muster in the fourth 
company, which theretofore had been 
denied federal recognition—Co. L of

SIX MONTHS TO YEAR IS 


The American Training Camp, Aug. 
>.—The deepest impression one gains 
after three weeks with American sol- 
diers training in France is the abso- 
lute earnestness ot the men. 
There 


is no disposition to underestimate 
the seriousness ot the task and the 
bard work which must be done before 
America can take her place on the 
actual firing line. 


Feel "Responsibility. 


The troops here feel their respon- 


sibility keenly. The men are earnest 
in their desire to absorb war knowl- 
edge as quickly as possible, and as 
thoroughly as 
possible, tor when 


called upon to act as instructors to 
succeeding units they will be quali- 
fied1. A great deal of this earnestness 
Is largely the result of enthusiasm of 
young officers, who but recently Joined 
the colors and have taken up the 
business of war with courage and de- 
termination. 


Under the best circumstances, train- 


ing ot soldiers in methods of modern 
warfare requires months ot painstak- 
ing efforts. 
A thousand of the most 


valuable men in the British army for 
instance, did not put a foot In France 
until after they had bad a whole year 
of training at home.

Peaches can be canned with much 


less labor than Is required for put 
ting up most fruits 
They will keep 


without uugar, If properly sterilized; 
they may be dried by tbe electric fan 
or over the kitchen range; or by the 
sun. 


To be in the best condition for can 


nlng, peaches should bf ripe but mod- 
erately 
firm 
The fruit should be 


graded according to size and softness 
Before pared. 
Set aside the 
soft, 


wormy or inferior fruit for "pie fruit" 
or marmalade or "leather" 


Peaches should be pared with a sli- 


ver knife to prevent 
discoloration 


Or they may be scalded and the dkln 
rubbed or scraped off. With the cling- 
stone varieties, the product Is prob- 
ably finer, If the fruit Is halved be- 
fore paring. 


Canned Peaches. 


Peaches should be rinsed In cold 


water, packed Into hot Jars and cov- 
ered with syrup 
immediately after 


paring. 
Otherwise the surface turns 


dark 
Hot syrup previously prepared 


should be poured over the fruit at 
once 
t-rt'oro packing a second jar, 


place rubbers and caps In position, 
but do not tighten the covers. 
Set 


Jars In a water bath or cold pack 
(wash boiler) outllt Sterilize 1C mtn 
utes, take from boiler, tighten cover", 
Invert to cool. Wrap In paper to pre-1 
vent bleaching before storing 


Dried Peaches. 


Peel and slice ripe peaches, string 


and hang In fTie sun, protected from 
Insects. Or spread on clean boards 
and dry In the oven or with an elec- 
tric fan; or use a commercial evapor- 
ator. 
"oCmlltlon" the fruit, that Is, 


turn It and mix It several times dur- 
ing the drying process so the product 
may be uniform. Store in small quan- 
tities In paper bags or boxes. 


Peach Leather. 


Peel and crush very ripe peaches, 


spread the pulp on platters and dry in 
the oven. When thoroughly dired, the 
pulp should be as tough as leather 
Roll It up and seal In bag* 
When 


needed for use, soak over night and 
stew with sugar. 


Peach Marmalade. 


For each pound of pared and sliced 


fruit allow 3-4 pound of sugar. Mash 
the fruit, add tbe sugar and mix well 
Turn Into a crock, cover, and bake 
In the oven for several hours. 
Stir 


occasionally 
Turn Into small Jars 


and cover with melted paraffin. 


Pickled Peaches. 


For 25 pounds of peaches allow 12 


pounds of sugar. Wash tbe fruit and 
rub off the fuzz with coarse crash. 
Make a pickling liquor by boiling 
!> 


pints ot vinegar mixed with tbe sugar 
and 1-2 cupul stick cinnamon and oth- 
er spices If liked. Put In two quarts 
of the peaches and simmer until the 
fruit Is tender, then skim out the 
peaches and pack In a stone 
Jar. 


When all of the fruit has been cook- 
ed, boll down the syrup, pour It over 
the peaches, cover the jar and add 
a weight. Keep In a cool place. 


Peach Vinegar. 


Save peach parings and use over- 


ripe fruit for vinegar. Mash the fruit 
and cover with cold water. To each 
gallon add four ounces of sugar and a 
dessertspoonful of yeast 
Set In sun 


to ferment, but do not cover closely, 
or the container may burst. 
Strain 


and bottle, or add to vinegar barrel
